MIXING WINEa 

.ifow the Bordeaux for Foreign Trade 
It Prepared. 

An American who has been re- 
islding in France, and has devoted 
.some time to studying the wines of 
•the country, says that California 
jolaret is as good a wine as the olarot 
tof France. The Bordeaux wines 
[that ace exported to England and 
lAroerica are not pure wines, butare 
|mlxod expressly" lor the foreign 
I trade. The French have a great ob- 
Ijection to this fact being known. It 
lls said that a former United States 
|Consul to Bordeaux was shot down 
jin the streets after having described 
ithe process of mixing in a consular 
report. The ideu that a Frenchman 
will consume large quantities of 
wine is a mistaka Ho will go to an 
jinn, call fur a glass of wlno, and sib 
'down and play cards. If bo is play- 
ung for an hour the wine lasts liim 
jail that time. He takes but one 
.glass. The French du not like a 
Iboavy wine, and the claret they 
drink is quite light. Even this thin 
jwino is nearly always mixed with 
water, half and half. They suy 
water brings out the fruity flavor. 
'To meet the English, American and 
other foreign demaud, the French 
|wino dealers at Bordeaux take the 
tliiu nativo wines and mix them 
with the much heavier wines of 
Spuin and Portugal, and the result 
is tho “Bordeaux" of commerce. 
The method of mixing is wonderfully 
rapid and eflectiva Two bins of 
Frcuch wines are placed eloso to one 
of Si>unish and one bin of Portu- 
guese wlna Above them oil is 
another bln, empty, and ready for 
the receipt of the mixed wine. Th» 
iwork of mixing is done by an eleo- 
trio engine, to which is attached 
(our rubber suction pl)ie8, one pipe 
going from uocli bin of wine into tha 
!empty bin abova The wine from 
ithe four bins is thus sucked up and 
|dlschargcd in equal quantities into 
the empty bln. The mixing is thor- 
lOugh. Malaga wine from S|uin, 
iport, possibly from 1‘urtngal, and 
I the thin French claret all go into 
one uompounU, “Vlu Bordeaux." It 
,is u good wlno, but it is not a pira 
:wlno in the sense of being the prod 
.uct of one kind of grape. — Clnein- 
matl Enquirer.

THE EmiSH PREMIER. 

^HIs Power as ths Maker and Un« 
maker of Cabinets. , 

Tho prime minister as a rule ! 
mokoe his cabinet. He is commls- , 
sioned by tho queen to form a cabi- 
.nct becauso he is the man whom she 
considers to possess tho oonfidonce , 
of a majority of the house of com- 
mons. He forms bis cabinet by ask- 
ing certain members of the two 
houses to hold the great offices of 
state. He might do this in one day 
aud without coDSuIting anyone. 

As a matter of fact, what usually 
happens is this: As soon as the corn- 
imissiou to form a government has 
'been received, the prime minister 
'takes into his confidence the two or 
three men who will hold the chief 
.offices, and they together talk over 
the otlier names. When a man is 
decided upon, he, as a rule, joins the 
iconclave, and helps to consult as to 
|mon and places, and so tho cabinet 
gradually evolves Itself. No doubt, 
os generally happens in this world, 
the prime minister's choice Is never 
^really (roe. Certain men must be 
in the cabinet whatever happens, 
and bonce they may bo said not to 
bo chosen by the premier, but to be 
ministers in their own right In 
spite, however, of this, the (act that 
they are asked to serve by the pre- 
mier makes them feel his superiori- 
ty. When the cabinet is made, the 
theory of the unwritten constitu- 
tion is that tho cabinet governs. In 
reality it seldom does anything of 
the kind. Each cabinet minister 
haa very great power in his own do- 
purtmeut, but the cabinet as a cabi- 
net can do littlo. Since, however, 
it knows everything, or almost 
everything, that is going on, it can 
exercise a great deal of indirect 
power. Tlio ]>revious knowledge 
that tlie iiiujurlty of the cabinet 
would like or disliko a particular 
policy has a great inihience, but still 
the cabinet does not rule. 

Who, tl»n, really rules? The 
prime minister. What gives the 
prime minister this power? In the 
first place, he summonses and pre- 
sides over, and so largely controls, 
'the cabinet mootings. Next, if a 
vacancy occurs, lie fills it up, and so 
.cau pruiuoto men from tho lower to 
tho higher ofilcjo. Tlien ho can and 
docs confor with hie c/jlloagues in ro- 
gnr>l to tho business of their depart- 
ments, and so has a Imld upon the 
whole raachimi of government. Sir 
Robert I’eol saw every member of 
Ills cabinet separately every day. 
Again, if tlscre is a difference be- 
(tween two other members of the 
.government, the jiremior decides. 

If there is an irreconcilable dif- 
.(crence betwi-on liiinself and a inin- 
>lster, it is tlie minister, and not the 
premier, who reidgus. I.,aBtIy, the 
prime minister can by resigning 
lilmself dissolve the whole ministry. 
Those tilings, small in themselves, 
taken together make tlio priiiio min- 
ister's position whut it 1s. Ho makes 
and can unmako u cabinet. Ho 
presides over it, and ho has the right 
to advise in regard to every depart- 
ment, Uiougli this right is, of course, 
seldom oxorcUod, und ho lias se- 
cured to him bcfuroliaiid the support 
of tho rank and filo of any cabinet 
if It comes to a strugglo between 
liim und a collinigu'i, becauio the 
rank and lllo kiiww tliat if tho pro- 
iiiior is lientOD, lui lias it la ills power 
to u|)sot tlio wliolo mac!, ill i of gov- ' 
cnimuat. lloiiPfi tlio voices of those 
wlio want to keep in ofiloa are al- 
ways found on the sUo of the pro- , 
raler. — London Spectator. i

Anltostos has been found in alt 
quarters of tho globe. It comes 
from Italy, China, Jaiian, Australia, 
Spain, Portugal, Hungary, Ger- 
many, Russia, the Cape, Central 
Africa, Canada, Newfoundland, this 
country, and from Soulliern and 
Central America. Tho asbestos gou- 
erally found In the United Staton, 
especially In Virginia, tho Carolina* 
and Texas, also in Staten Island, 
New Jersey and Pennsylvania, is in 
appearance like foasllixod wood. 

Notwithstanding this wide dis- 
tribution of asbestos, the only va- 
rieties which at present appear to 
demand serious consideration, from 
a C4immerulal point of view, are tlie 
Russian, the South African, the 
Italian and the Canadian. The 
priucipal claim possessed by tho 
Russian fiber to a place in this quar- 
tette is based on the enormous extent 
of the deposits which have been dU- 
covered in East Russia, beyond the 
Ural mountains and Russian Si- 
beria Ro far their specimens have 
been of comparatively poor quality. 
The yield is used almost entirely in 
Europe, where It Is mixed with the 
Canadian (or spinning, making pa* 
per, uud other purposes where an I 
inferior grade can be utilized. 

Before tbo development of the 
Canadian fields, the Italian asbestos 
wan Bupruine in the market For 
nearly 20 years Italy bos been looked 
to (or the best grades of the fiber. 
But the Italian asbestos industry, 
once so important, Ls already on the 
down grada The difficulties of min* 
Ing are very great, and unduly In- 
crease the cost of production. The 
Bsliostos itself, judged by the latest ' 
standards, U of Inforior quality ; it is 
not easy to spin, and it does not 
pulp well in the making of (taper.

Evidences of the enterprise of 
Seattle business firms found a 
I unique expression U(xm the sailing 
of the Kiiishiu Maru for the orient, 
when the Kerry mill Bhlp(>ed to 
Ju(>an a full two-story house, in
